a general sigh of relief and re- 
laxing and a brushing aside of all 
past failures—and present needs. 

In perhaps typical fashion we 
have reduced the whole problem 
to one of ‘‘catching up” with the 
Russians in satellites. Had we 
managed to fling our small one 
up there we would have felt so 
much better we'd have settled 
for that and assumed all is well 
along the Potomac. 

We need to keep that hair shirt 
on for a while. 


Failure 

The real failure is not in the 
field of satellites—but in ideas. 
We are a good five years behind 
in the field of intercontinental 
ballistic missiles—the ICBM. We 
trail badly because we didn’t 
work at the ICBM. We were busy 
trying to turn out a family of 
missiles designed to kill the 
enemy and knock down his air- 
craft and missiles. 

The Russians perhaps tested — 
and failed — with 50 or more) 
before they succeeded. There also 
is evidence that in their years of 
work, while we were toiling at 
creating a number and variety of 
missiles, they discovered a fuel 
with more energy than any we 
possess. But we know what chem- 
ical combinations will turn out 
more power. We just haven’t been 
at work in the field — the Rus- 
sians have. 

It is shocking and it is danger- 
ous. But we aren't going to 
catch up even if we should fire 
a satellite into an orbit on the 
next test. We'll 
“beeper” up there. But maybe 
it will be lucky if, for a while, 
we don’t. Because such is our 
national disposition that once we 
succeed we'll decide that is all 
there is to the competition. The 
thoughtful will keep in mind that 
when we are able to tune in our 
radios on our own made-in-the- 
USA-beep-beep we'll  sstill be 


trailing in this particular area of | 


missile development. 

To catch up we must go a lot 
faster than they. 

And this we are not yet able 
to do. We'll have more tests to 
fail—and to succeed—just as did 
the Soviets. They could keep their 
failures secret. 

Maybe we've learned another 
lesson, too. 


Publicity? 


The publicity build-up ahead of | 


the Vanguard failure was pre- 
postrous. Chiefly responsible are 
the mass communication instru- 
ments of radio, TV and the press, 
and the Navy officers in charge 
of information. 


They confused publicity with 


information—a dangerous error. 

The Martin Company had said 
this was a test. They had gone so 
far as to state the rocket might 
not be able to push the small 
satellite far enough into space to 
put it into an orbit. There were 
notices that in these tests three 
out of seven usually were failures. 
But how many radio and TV com- 
mentators dug this out and gave 
it to the people? How many copy 
desks and head writers gave 
these items any attention? 

The answer is, “mighty few.” 

The fact that the Navy re- 
leases were ridiculously ebullient 
and all but concealed the sanity 
of the scientists and the engl- 
neers, does not excuse the lack of 
responsibility shown by most of 
TV, radio and the press. This was 
compounded when, after the fail- 
ure, much of the reporting was 
accusing and in the ‘‘flee-for-your- 
lives-the-dam-has-burst’”’ manner. 

The Middle East situation re- 
mains more serious than 
lites. 

All Presidents must have ideas 
for their staff—and Mr. Eisen- 
hower has had a state depart- 
ment which has helped to isolate 
him from the intellectual stream 
of things. 

We now need foreign policy 
ideas which will work far more 
than beeping satellites.

62 Feared 
Killed in 
Air Crash 


BUENOS AIRES, Dec. 8 (P— 
Radio reports received here said 
an Argentine airliner flying from 
Buenos Aires to San Carlos de 
Bariloche crashed today, killing 
all 62 persons aboard. Police in 
La Plata, capital of Buenos Aires 
Province, said 40 persons were 
killed in the crash. 

First news of the accident came 
by radio from a rescue party 
which returned to Bolivar from 
the crash scene. Reports picked 
up by amateur radio operators in 
Buenos Aires said the 55 passen- 
gers and seven crew members 
aboard the plane were killed. 

There was no immediate ex- 
planation of the difference in the 
casualty figure announced by po- 
lice in La Plata. 

The plane was a DC4 of the 
state-owned Aerolineas Ar gen- 
tinas. 

Radio reports said the plane 
went down during a heavy rain- 
storm and burned when it 
crashed. 

Telephone and telegraph com- 
munications with the area were 
disrupted because of the storm. 

San Carlos de Bariloche is a 
resort area on the slopes of the 
Andes Mountains 300 miles south- 


west of Buenos Aires. 


State Patrol troopers were 
called in to keep bumper-to- 
bumper traffic moving. More 
than 3,000 persons lined railroad 
tracks across the street from the 
site of Thursday’s explosion, ac- 
cording to S. L. Richardson, a 
former mayor. 


BUMPER TO BUMPER 


A state patrolman estimated in | 
Villa Rica late Sunday that “‘at 
least 10,000’" automobiles had been | 
through the town since 10 a.m. | 
Sunday. | 


Cars were lined bumper to 
bumper for five miles out, the 
patrolman said. 


The last burial services for 
victims were held here Sunday 
afternoon. 


Mrs. Margaret Berry, wife of 
the owner of the drugstore which 
was destroyed in the blast 
Thursday was buried in the Villa 
Rica Cemetery. 


32 CASUALTIES 


Four business units and a 
dentist’s office were demolished. 
At least 20 persons were injured 
as gas accumulated from a leak 
blew up, killing the 12. 


Of the patients still remaining 
in the hospital, Homer Vaughn 
and Shirley Whitworth were still 
listed in serious condition. How- 
ever, attending physicians said 
that both patients were going to 
be “‘all right.” The doctors said 
that they were encouraged by 
the progress the patients were 
making and that their burns were 
superficial. 

Dr. William Berry, pharmacist 
and owner of the destroyed drug- 
store, was released from the hos- 
pital to attend his wife’s funeral.

The detailed proposals, which 
promise to stir one of the great- 
est controversies of the coming 
session, will be made public to- 
morrow by the State and Com- 
merce departments. 

Congressional sources reported 
today that the administration 
would urge a five-year extension 
of the reciprocal trade agree- 
ments act, with authority to re- 
duce tariffs by as much as 5 per 
cent a year. 

The 1934 act, which expires 
June 30 gives the President power 
to enter 
other countries for mutual tariff 
reductions. President Eisenhower 
has called it the keystone of U.S. 
foreign economic policy. 


LAST EXTENSION 


As last extended in 1955, it 
gave him power to cut tariffs 15 
per cent over a three-year period.

to be the strongest attack yet 
made on the program. A crucial 
battle over its renewal without 
restrictive amendments is in pros- 
pect, with the outcome in doubt.

LONDON, Dec. 8 \(?—George F. 
Kennan warned the West tonight | 
against appeasing underdeveloped | 
nations which demand economic | 
aid under threat of turning to/| 
Moscow. He also said the West-| » 
ern Allies must reduce their de- | 
pendence.on Midle East oil. | 

“We are all familiar with these | 
suggestions that, if aid in one| 
form or another is not forthcom- | 
ing, people would—as the saying | 
goes—go Communist,”’ the former | 
U.S. envoy to Moscow said in a 
radio address. a 

“Surely there is one answer to “aw 
such threats and this is: ‘Very 
well then, go. Our interests may 
suffer but you will suffer first.’” 


INDEPENDENCE URGED | 


Kennan urged that the West- | 
ern powers act with determina- 
tion to reduce their dependence | 
on facilities and resources, such 
as the Suez Canal and Midde East 
oil, located in areas susceptible to 
Red penetration. 

“The fact is that until we learn 
to live without these people we 
shall find it hard to live with 
them.” | 

Kennan expressed doubt that | 
military pacts could keep the coun- | 
tries of Asia and Africa free of | 
Communist infiltration in peace- 
time. 

He gave his fifth talk in the 
British Broadcasting Corp.'s series | 
of Reith Lectures. A professor of | # 
history at the Institute of Ad-| 
vanced Studies in Princeton, N.J.,| # 
Kennan now is a visiting profes- 
sor at Oxford. 


NO REAL ALTERNATIVE 


Kennan said the West should not 
ignore requests for aid which gave 
promise of yielding greater sta- 
bility for the countries concerned. 
But, he went on, if economic as- 
sistance is regarded. as a weak- 
ness or guilt it is apt to do more 
harm than good. 

He said the Soviet Union's 
friendship with needy countries 
does not present a real alterna- 
tive to a decent relationship with 
the.

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Selfish Interests 
Victimize Students 


Almost 62 per cent of Atlanta’s 24,000 
high school students are enrolled in 
science classes, according to Mrs. Annie 
Sue Brown, science curriculum special- 
ist. We salute Mrs. Brown who, with the 
assistance of science teachers, has gen- 
erated that much enthusiasm. 

Atlanta high schools require two and 
one-half years of science for graduation, 
including general science, which is a sort 
of introduction to the sciences. There are 
145 science teachers in the Atlanta sys- 
tem. 

This, in part at least, explains why 
graduates of the Atlanta system include 
many who do well in college. 

But it also serves to point up a criti- 
cal failure in our over-all state picture. 
Atlanta citizens are willing to be taxed 
to provide supplementary funds for edu- 
cation. It is a shocking fact that many 
communities, especially some of the more 
rural counties, refuse to broaden their tax 
base to help their children. 

In part, of course, this is explained by 
the lack of taxable business. But all things 
are relative. And one of the scandals, un- 
denied, is that in many counties taxes 
are kept low because it is unpopular to 
raise them. 

The result is that some 80 per cent 
of Georgia’s high schools do not provide 
elementary chemistry, physics and intro- 
duction to higher mathematics. The chil- 
dren in too many schools are not provided 
an opportunity to learn. 

Some form of federal aid is necessary. 
It can be had without strings. Yet so many 
of our people have listened to political 
leadership which is willing to see thou- 
sands of Georgia boys and girls discrimi- 
nated against and given second-rate edu- 
cations if they, the politicians, can thereby 
strengthen their own position. 

Nor is there any compulsion—save 
conscience. 

If people in communities so lacking in 
opportunity for their children are satis- 
fied with it, nothing will happen. If they 
are in agreement with local values which 
will raise money for a $50,000 high 
school football stadium but none for a 
high school science teacher, there is no 
law against it. 

By and large we get what we pay for. 
The local community which doesn’t sup- 
plement the state funds, thereby keeping 
its taxes pleasantly low, must know what 
it is doing to its children, Those who 
cheer politicians who oppose locally con- 
trolled federal aid to education on a basis 
of need must prefer things as they are.

It’s the Hercules prop-jet C130 air- 
plane, made only by Lockheed and 
only in Georgia, and observing now the 
end of its first year with the Air Force. 

Dec. 9, 1956, four C130’s went into the 
service at Ardmore Air Force Base, Okla. 
The number has grown to more than 100, 
flying more than 2,500 hours, or three- 
quarters of a million miles, each month. 

For performance and safety, the big 
cargo carrier has earned the title “champ.” 
Not a single Hercules C130 has become a 
crash casualty. No other military plane 
has that record. 

While we strain toward the day an 
atomic-powered plane takes off from an 
airstrip in Georgia, let ug not discount 
past achievements. 

Happy 
hauling ahead! You give us Georgians 
quite a lift!

Frustrated Cities Look 
To Washington for Aid 


The struggle by cities to gain more 
favorable treatment from state govern- 
ments is going the way President Eisen- 
hower predicted in his forthright address 
recently at the National Governors’ Con- 
ference. 

Challenging the governors to pay more 
attention to the needs of the country’s 
growing cities, the President declared that 
unless they were willing to do so more 
and more municipal delegations would de- 
scend upon Congress and the White House 
for federal handouts. In effect, said Mr. 
Eisenhower, if you want to stop pres- 
sures for more centralization of govern- 
ment- in Washington, accept your own 
responsibilities. 

Meeting in San Francisco, the power- 
ful American Municipal Assn. has pro- 
posed that big cities get their federal aid 
direct from the government, bypassing 


“rurally dominated state legislatures.” 


The resolution was written by Philadel- 
phia’s Mayor Richardson Dilworth. It is 
significant that Philadelphia recently

hired a public relations firm to represent 
its interests in Washington. 

While the big cities pay 65 per cent 
of the revenues collected by the federal 
government, the resolution pointed out, 
they are severely short-changed in state- 
administered federal-aid programs, And 
the statistics show they are. 

Similar charges are being made about 
the spending of state funds. Cities sup- 
ply the bulk of the revenues yet find 
themselves short-changed in schools and 
other state-financed programs. 


State governments well might remem- 
ber the Eisenhower warning. They are 
killing the proverbial goose as the cities 
are forced to go begging to Washington. 
And while dwelling on the subject of 
states’ rights, they might also remember 
states’ responsibilities and live up to them,

Joel Chandler Harris 


Lives On in Memories 


This is the birthday of a kind and 
gentle man who added much to the joy 
of life and the happiness of children— 
Joel Chandler Harris. He was born near 
Eatonton on Dec. 9, 1848. 


This journalist and author of the 
Uncle Remus stories, and much besides, 
spent almost a quarter century on The 
Atlanta Constitution. His literary career 
grew out of his newspaper work. This 
was expanded into many books and even 
more contributions to national publica- 
tions. The best of his stories were trans- 
lated and published in many foreign 
countries, 


There are many recollections which 
illustrate his great kindness and gentle- 
ness. It was his custom to ride the horse- 
drawn car out to his West End home for 
lunch. One of the legends tells how he 
would often drive the horse while the 
driver had his lunch. He was too shy to 
join in the lecture circuit which attracted 
so many of his contemporaries. It was 
only after much persuasion that he ac- 
cepted an invitation to spend the night 
at the White House as a guest of Presi- 
dent Teddy Roosevelt. But among his 
friends, family and neighbors, he was at 
ease and was a jolly, entertaining com- 
panion, 

The Atlanta Constitution, honored by 
his long association with it, is privileged 
to join in this anniversary salute to his 
memory.

Financing of Essentials 
Demands State Priority 


Gov. Griffin has repeated his warn- 
ing that he will urge the next Gen- 
eral Assembly to hold the line on all ex- 
penditures except in the case of a few es- 
sentials. 


In the latter group he included the 
fields of education, mental health and 
highway safety. All three of these cer- 
tainly belong on the list. 


Georgia and many of its sister states 
were late in awakening to the needs of 
education. There is still much catching up 
to do and it will require money. The qual- 
ity of education must be strengthened, 
more emphasis placed on science and 
mathematics, in high school, the caliber 
of teachers elevated and more state 
consideration accorded to urban school 
systems that are absorbing an increasing 
percentage of the student load due to 
population shifts. 


New approaches are needed to the 
mental health problem. The State Health 
Department, instead of the Welfare De- 
partment, is the logical agency to ad- 
minister the affairs of the Milledgeville 
State Hospital. More stress must be 
placed upon its rightful function as a 


treatment center instead of a custodial - 


center. The state also should establish 
out-patient clinics for the mentally ill in 
strategic areas. 


The public safety drive must be in- 
tensified. Longevity pay raises for state 
troopers, such as those for which Gov. 
Griffin has expressed approval, are a step 
toward assuring the continuance of 
trained personnel in the state patrol. Al- 
so, provisions must be made to employ 
more troopers to handle the increased 
traffic volume on the highways. 

At the same time there must be more 
emphasis placed upon economy in gov- 
ernment. It should be accomplished by 
trimming the fat, as Gov. Griffin prom-

Atlanta — May I reply to the 
letter published Dec. 2 from a 
mother relative to her child’s 
schedule in high school? The stu- 
dent is to be commended on the 
good record he has attained in 
spite of handicaps, but there is 
another side to the question. 

First — Each principal is re- 
quired to certify to the Southern 
Assn. of Secondary Schools and 
Colleges that only students in the 
upper 25 per cent of their classes 
are allowed to take five book sub- 
jects. While her child’s record 
places him in the upper 50 per 
cent of his class, I am sure it does 
not place him in the upper 25 per 
cent. 


Second — He could have chosen 
to drop the language and take 
the chemistry and geometry. It 
seems the boy has had some 
health difficulties and taking the 
five academic subjects he wished 
is a strenuous schedule. 


Third — His school has pre- 
pared him for college entrance 
into any college or university, 
where he can specialize in science 
or math if he desires. 


Fourth — The Atlanta Board of 
Education, recognizing that letter 
grades are fairer to students, has 
adopted the letter rather than 
the numerical system of grading. 
Various teachers grade different- 
ly. All of us have had some teach- 
ers who grade strict and others 
who grade easy. However, the 
over-all average of grades of va- 
rious teachers is the best measure 
we have of a student’s achieve- 
ment. 


We hope this gives some of the 
reasons for the school’s position.

It will make it 
easier for the President to make 
these decisions and, once they 
are made, they will rest on Cabi- 
net agreement which will not be 
split off by divided counsels.

U.S. Needs To Review 
Airline, liail Controls 


By LESLIE GOULD 
NEW YORK, Dec. 8—The/difficulties of the rail- 
roads and the air lines show/the need for a review 
of the entire system of regulating transportation. 

Present regulation is unrealisti¢. It is truly horse and buggy. 

Regulation of the railroads dates back to when they were a 
monopoly. Their competition was horse drawn. 

That for air lines was developed when they (gS?) 
were a relatively minor factor in the transperta- = ’ 
tion picture. 

Today there is no monopoly in transportation 
—whether it is on the land, in the air or on the 
water. 

A committee from the Investment Bankers 
Assn. has called upon the President to name an 
‘outstanding individual’ to head up a complete 
review of the CAB and the CAA—the govern- 
ment agencies sitting over the air line industry. 
The object is to develop a program for congres- 
sional action.  - A 

The IBA’s concern is a proper one. Its mem- Leslie Gould 
bers have the job of financing this great industry—all facets—the 
transportation end as well as manufacturing. 

Under present policies of government, the financing that must 
be done is made almost impossible, and certainly, for the com- 
panies needing the money, expensive. There is no stability. 

The manufacturers are at the mercy of the Defense Depart- 
ment. This is one of the most important industries in the security 
of this country, particularly in this space-conquering age. Yet, un- 
der a pennywise and pound foolish program, the Defense Depart- 
ment stretched out its payments to the aircraft companies and 
forced some to curtail. 

The air lines are being hamstrung by the dilly dallying of the 
CAB in granting needed fare increases. The CAB staff, like those 
of so many of the other government agencies, has rather peculiar 
and un-American ideas as to the necessity of profits. Maybe, 
they want government take-over. For the air lines, the CAB 
policy is forcing some lines again to seek government subsidies. 

The railroads’ problems are just as pressing. They are re- 
stricted as to changes in uneconomic services. They have done 
better rate-wise than the airlines. The airlines are still flying 
passengers at 1942 fares and there has been a lot of inflation 
since then. 

The whole regulatory setup needs streamlining. There cer- 
tainly should be a consolidation of the CAB and the CAA. The one 
has the say over routes and fares. The other—CAA—over opera- 
tions and airports. The CAB is a so-called independent agency. 
The CAA is part of the Commerce Department, 

The answer may be in having one transportation agency, so 
that all forms of public travel come under one jurisdiction. The 
aim should be service at a profit. That’s the American way.

Change?

DETROIT, Dec. 8—The year 
ahead may determine for the 
auto makers whether they must 
make costly major styling and 
engineering changes each year to 
hold their shares of the car 
market.

A year ago Chrysler and Ford 
/made over-all changes while 
General Motors carried on with 
| lesser alterations. Chrysler and

of business away from GM. 


For 1958 two General Motors 
divisions presented entirely new 
cars and major changes were 
made by three other divisions.

Jet-Star Will Be Built at Marietta When Production Models Start 


Lockheed’s New JetStar | 
Tops Test Expectations 


Lockheed’s newest airplane—the JetStar—exceeds 
company official’s expectations in its first tests, a Lock- 
heed official said here Sunday. 


The JetStar can fly at almost 
sonic speeds and still land on 
existing runways, tests show. It 
will be built at Lockheed’s Mari- 
etta plant when production models 
are started. 


The plane, described here by 
Dan Haughton, executive vice 
president of the company, will be 
turned over to the Air Force for 
evaluation testing at Edwards 
Air Force Base, Calif., in Jan- 
uary. 


WEIGHS 14 TONS 


The new jet is 58 feet 10 inches 
long; 20 feet 6 inches high, with a 
wing spun of 53 feet 8 inches. 
Normal takeoff weight will be 
28,000 pounds. 

Development of the swept-wing 
JetStar in 34 weeks was company 
financed to meet an urgent re- 
quest by the Air Force of the 
aircraft industry to provide a 
jet utility transport. 

Sunday’s remarks by Haughton 
are the first disclosures of the 
JetStar’s performance under com- 
pany testing in California. During 
these tests, the JetStar, with its 
engines mounted to the aft fuse- 
lage, has:

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Bits of Tragedy 
Make You Cry 


Nobody traveling in that direction Thursday could have missed 
the fact that there was a terrible disaster in Villa Rica. State 
Patrolmen and men and boys wearing Civil Defense arm bands 
were out at almost every junction diverting as much traffic as 
possible away from the little town that was rocked by tragedy. 

My assignment was the hospital at Carrollton, where some of 
the injured were being taken, and with the aid of a road map, 
highway crews and country store advisers I found a dirt road that 
took me around Villa Rica. It was a difficult road, still under 
construction, and most of the time I was so busy driving I didn’t 
think much about the trouble at Villa Rica. 


Later at the pretty little Tanner Memorial Hospital in Carroll- 
ton I wondered what devious, self-protective step it is that the 
human heart takes to keep from feeling so great a tragedy. Maybe, 
as in the case of the Winecoff fire almost exactly 11 years ago, 
so much grief is impossible to take in at once. 


An 18-year-old girl, Melinda Hembree, who was working in 
the dime store when it collapsed like an accordion in the blast, 
gave me the idea. 

She was propped up in bed, toying dully with her supper tray 
and looking pale and tired, and she talked of everything but what 
was uppermost in her mind. Her friend and superior in the store, 
Rozelle Johnson, was, as she said, “hemmed in,’’ fatally injured 
and calling for help and she had been unable to get to her. 

What she was able to dwell on, however, was that Rozelle had 


- been packing some dishes—‘‘and I never could get dishes to fit 


so I watched her, hoping I might learn how she did it.” She was 
watching and listening to a song on the radio when the explosion 
came. I didn’t know what had happened to Miss Johnson so I 
asked the question and the girl’s mouth trembled and her eyes 
filled with tears. 


““She’s dead,” she said. 


Later in the darkened, grief-stricken little town of Villa Rica 
I saw it again. Crowds gathered along the railroad track, people 
from all over the county, entire families—some pulling toddlers 
along, some carrying babies. They stood on the crossties and on 
flatears and the platform of the railroad station, watching in- 
tently, silently, the ghastly gyrations of a big crane, lifting tim- 
bers and sections of roofing, picking ponderously through the

NEW YORK, Dec. 8 (®—The emphasis has 

from a big guy to a little guy, but the way 

those Tar Heels of North Carolina add ’em, play 

‘em atid beat ‘em, how far away can college 
basketball's all-time winning streak be? 

San Francisco's Dons rolled up the record 
streak of 60 over the past three seasons, leaving 
Frank McGuire’s North Carolinians a full sched- 
ule of grind-it-out work to match it. 

But if first appearances mean anything, and 
the hunch is they do, the new version of the Tar 
Heels will give it a solid try. 

All-conquering in 32 games that led to the 
Atlantic Coast Conference and National collegiate 
championships last season, the Tar Heels were 
minus all-America Lennie Rosenbluth (by grad- 
uation) and 6-9 Joe Quigg (broken leg) when they 
kicked off a new campaign against Clemson 
Saturday. 

The final score was 79-55, making it 33 in a 
row and 27 to go, but it took only a couple min- 
utes, long enough for them to bolt into a 15-1 


Tommy Kearns, who did the quarterbacking 
last season while Rosenbluth handled the brunt of 
the scoring, assumed his new role well, flipping 
in 32 points. The five other returning lettermen, 
headed by Pete Brennan, acquitted themselves 
well and there were, significantly, kind words 
from Coach McGuire concerning four sophomore 
additions. 

Kansas, which took North Carolina to three 
overtimes before bowing in the NCAA finals last 
March, made it three straight with a 71-65 de- 
cision over Northwestern as Wilt Chamberlain 
scored 27 for a three-game total of 89. Other 
strength showed up unexpectedly in other quar- 
ters, particularly in the South as Auburn, carry- 
ing the momentum of a championship football 
year, surprised always-tough Wake Forest, 78-66, 
and Minnesota, journeying out of the Big Ten 
lands to Nashville, outbattled Vanderbilt, 89-85, 
for its third straight. 

Rex Frederick and Manley Johnston each hit 
for 19 points for Auburn while George Kline and 
Ron Johnson scored 26 apiece for Minnesota. 


St. Louis showed off a spectacular crew of 
sophomores, led by 6-8 George Burkel with 20 
points, in routing New Mexico A&M 9%-41 and 
Vern Hatton again was Kentucky’s man in the 
clutch, scoring eight of his 17 points in the extra 
sessions as the Wildcats fought off Temple in 
three overtimes, 85-83. 

Notre Dame showed power in a 75-53 romp 
over Wisconsin with Tom Hawkins hitting 26 and 
Johnny McCarthy 22, and 14 players hit the 
scoring column for Purdue in a surprisingly easy 
76-49 decision over Missouri. 

North Carolina State, probably the top chal- 
lenger to North Carolina in the rugged ACC, 
whipped Penn State 80-62, its third straight, and 
West Virginia routed Furman 105-67 for its 23rd 
straight Southern Conferénce victory. 

Kansas and Chamberlain have a Big Eight 
challenger in Kansas State, which downed Indi- 
ana 66-61 behind Bob Boozer’s 27 points, and 
lowa, with sophomore Larry Swift netting 27, 
bounced Arizona 80-63 for its 77th straight non- 
conference victory at home.
